upon a ſecond Petition of the ſaid Tanners, and in purſuance

cers imployed by this Committee, ſhall and may proceed in 
felliog & cutting of all ſuch Woods as were reſerved for bark- 
ivg, as aforeſaid, the aforeſaid Order of the 25 of April laſt,or 
any thing therein contained tothe contrary notwithſtanding. 
Care to be taken that the ſame be felled in due and ſeafonable 
time,and of ſuch Woods as are fellable by the Ordinance, be- 
ing no Timber-T rees.
